iands. Sodium  carbonutes and birar-
boanates: ocour. hut not regolarly dis-
tributed; in some places there are large
depogite, and in others scarcely o truce
ATl these silts ure soluble in water and
onpable of boirg washed out and
drained off by the natural “dezws” or
low Clayey strips that éxtend back into
the high lands; Tke the fingere of a
hanl, from the edge of the lake,

The resultz of the borings to o
depth of six feet that have been made
at stated intervals by My, Gardner and
his nssocintes, show that the silts ex-

sideruble depth, to within one or two
feet of the woter tnble, which is the
level of standing water in the groumd.
This water varivs in level from the
surfoce tooa deoth of ten feet.  Thesa
salts can'also be washed out by a thor-
Ough Evatém of Irrigation; by foading
the Iands with fresh wator and provid-
ing them with underground dralns to
varry off the watbter and sediment, The
work shows that solls of lighter tex-
ture can he revinimed by placing drains,
having a slight pitch towards the lake
and low Innds, at o distinoe of MM fest
from ench other, while the hevier
solls ean be Teclimed by placing the |
drains aboot 100 feet apart. The per-
centage of salts n the ground varles
from about five-hundredths of 1 per
cent to 5 per penl.
